ABOUT THE COVER 


This montage represents various points 
in the Philadelphia Naval Shipyard’s 
history. 

At the lower left is a sailing ship repre- 
senting the first official US Navy ship 
built at the Federal Street location. That 
ship was the 74 gun ship of the line 
Franklin launched in 1815. 


The lower right depicts a US Marine of 
1775. The Marines were first organized 
at Tun Tavern on Dock Street, just north 
of the Federal Street Shipyard. 


At the upper left is the shipyard’s ham- 
merhead crane. Built during World War 
I, it stands 195 feet tall, and can lift 350 
tons. 


Flying over the crane is one of the more 
than 1,000 aircraft of the many types 
built at the Naval Aircraft factory during 
WW-land II. It was the only navy yard 
to have an aircraft factory and airbase 
(Mustin Field). 

The center of the group represents the 
battleships and submarines that were 
built during the two world wars, and to 
their right is the highly classified propel- 
ler ‘profiler’, the only one of its type, 
and which is still producing forthe navy. 


The man at the drawing table represents 
the millions of plans for the construction 
and overhaul ofthe many ships that were 
built at, or visited the yard. 


And the logo at the top was designed in 
1958, and was the first of 173 navy logos 
to follow, all created by shipyard employ- 
ee, and Phil-Mont member, N3QIE.& 
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Jim says he will cut the panel needed to house 
the new gear. 

Regarding Old Business Steve asked 
WA3NSP Bill to read his proposal that would 
involve PMRC. Bill is an Official Observer 
(OO) and would like to see PMRC taking on the 
responsibility of a Local Interference Commit- 
tee (LIC). After discussing the issue the BoD 
decided not to get involved.
